LATE TELEGRAPHIC NEWS. 


Senate. 


W a s h i n g t o n , February 11.— R a u - 
dolpb resumed bis remarks, and de­ 
fended tbe character of Centennial 
and deprecated tbe charges made that 
It was a concern to make money and 
looked upon tbe celebration as a duty 
to prosperity rather than to adversity. 
Jones of Nevada read a constitution­ 
al argument in favor of the bill, and 
made an earnest appeal on patriotic 
grounds for united eilors to make the 
celebration a successful and grand af­ 
fair, and a sincere effort of restore the 
old harmony and brotherhood of the 
Union. 
Mr. Caperon, West Virginia, stated 
that he did not propose to enliven the 
Senate with any direction or constitu­ 
tional detail of our 
revolutionary 
acts, or any flourishes but give reasons 
which would influence his vote. He 
took an afflrmatlve view, and main­ 
tained the general 
welfare. 
Tbe 
clause conferred all necessary power 
whenever there is anything plainly of 
national character to be done. Con­ 
gress can do it under this clause. He 
defended the Centennial commission­ 
ers from the aspersions made against 
them and regretted that 
Senators 
should have made any such aspersions. 
He defended patriotism, he reviewed 
the original declaration that the man­ 
agers of the Exposition shall not take 
money from the government and said 
he did not want the poor people down 
in this country taxed. Let theExpo- 
sition be enjoyed independently but 
not on the money of the nation. 
He 
alluded to the fact that those who liad 
served their country were now refused 
pensions, that people impoverished as 
they were had been illegally taxed on 
their property. Referring to the Cot­ 
ton tax be could not now vote to give 
money to a mere show to add mote to 
their borders. He alluded to the con­ 
dition of Washington monument and 
said it was ridiculous to talk about 
patriotism la the face of such a spec­ 
tacle as that. Let this million and a 
half be used to complete that monu­ 
ment and not be taken for mere show. 
Frelinghuysen said the nation today 
mourned the loss of the great states­ 
man and lawyer, and a true patriot. 
The people without regard to party, 
would regret that they no more could 
hear the teachings of Hon. Reverdy 
Johnson. This man had written a 
letter on the centennial bill which he 
would close his remarks by asking to 
have read, bo then sent to the clerk’s 
desk the letter of Mr. Johnson, on the 
centennial bill, as heretofore pub­ 
lished. 
Mr. Conover of Florida made one of 
the distinctive arguments in his speech 
that the centennial exhibition was 
the best manner of making a genuine 
emphatic and sincere exhibition of fra­ 
ternal feeling throughout the country. 
Mr. Merrimon said his natural pro­ 
pensities prompted him to approve of 
anything which went to recognize 
suitably the National day of America, 
but he must be excused for his ideas 
of what he thought sound judgment. 
He opposed a celebration in one place 
and favored a general celebration lu 
every place without expense to the 
government. He did not oppose it on 
account of its being unconstitutional 
but because it was given out that it 
was not to be of any cost to the coun­ 
try. The argument that Philadelphia 
could well afford, in view of the bene­ 
fits to be derived by it, as well as its 
railroad interests instancing the Penn­ 
sylvania Railroad Co., could well af­ 
ford to defray the expenses of it and 
could readily raise the million and 
half without calling on the govern- 
*ment. 
• 
A vole was taken upon the passage 
of a bill. Y'eas 41; Nays 15. 
Tbe bill having passed th« Senate 
without amendment will go to the 
President for his approval. 
Mr. Thurman at liis own request 
was excused from service in confer­ 
ence committee on the District of 
Columbia board bill and Mr. Davis 
was appointed in his place. 
Senate adjourned till Monday. 


Kubeitstein. 


B r o o k l y n , February 12tli.— Evi­ 
dence in the Rubensiein trial closed 
to-day, and will probably go to jury 
Monday. A number of witnesses testi­ 
fied for the defense to-day, their evi­ 
dence going further to show that Rub- 
enstein was in New York city on the 
night of the murder. 
The prisoner 
was called to the witness stand, but 
was too weak to testify at much 
length. He denied having committed 
the murder. Counsel for defense then 
introduced evidence to the effect that 
J. P. Alexander, one of the chief wit­ 
nesses for tbe prosecution, was a bad 
character and not to bo believed on 
oath. Defence then rested and prose­ 
cution produced several witnesses in 
rebuttal. Mr. Beach then began sum­ 
ming up for defence. 
B everdy Johnson. 


B a l t im o r e , Feb. 11th.—Mr. Kerr, 
son-in-law of Mr. Johnson, has tele­ 
graphed from Annapolis to Mayor 
Latrobedeclining the ofler of pub­ 
lic funeral which he had officially ten­ 
dered. 
Both Houses of the Legislature to­ 
day at Annapolis, adjourned after 
passing the resolutions of respect. 
Several speeches were also made. 
The Court of Appeals before which 
tbe deceased was to have argued this 
morning, adjourned after speeches had 
been made by Judges and Counsel. 
Among the latter an eloquent address 
was made by 8. S. Wallace of Balti­ 
more. 
No inquest will be held over the 
body. Rumors were circulated in An­ 
napolis this morning that there had 
been foul play, but there is uot the 
slightest foundation for them. The 
cause of Mr. Johnson's death was pure­ 
ly accidental. 
A committee from the City Council 
will meet in a body on its arrival at 
Camden Station this afternoou. 
Reverdy Johnson’s remains left Au- 
napolia on the 3 o’clock train this af­ 
ternoon. A special train draped in 
mourning was furnished by the B. & 
O. R. R. Co., and brought the re­ 
mains to this city. 
The 
Legislature adjourned until 
Monday out of respect.

Hospital Physician. 
We take pleasure in correcting an 
error into which we were lead by 
wrong information in regard to Dr. 
Brooke and the Supervisors. The sal­ 
ary of Dr. Brooke has not been raised 
^f^asw e were informed. The Doctor’s 
time of service will end in April next, 
and the Supervisors have passed an 
ordinance that the hospital physician 
shall receive $1,000 per annum, the 
ordinance to takeeifeet from and after 
April next. We commend the action 
of the Supervisors and ask pardon of 
Dr. Brooke, and in justice to the Doc­ 
tor, we will further state we have been 
informed from a reliable source that 
lie never complained to the Supervis­ 
ors nor any one else, that his salary 
was too low or that he wanted it rais­ 
ed, but has to the best of his ability 
discharged all the duties of his posi­ 
tion as though ho was getting $150 per 
month. This sets the Doctor right on 
tlie record. 


The San Francisco Chronicle. 
The Chronicle is preparing for war. 
Having laid in a bountiful supply of 
munitions and provisions to carry it 
through the bloody campaign, it is 
now engaged in the erection of sand 
banks and bomb proofs, behind which 
lie hopes to shelter his empty head 
from the missies of his adversaries. 
In the erection of these fortifications, 
he has given usan idea of the quarter 
from whence he expects the strongest 
assault. It says: 
To illustrate, In speaking of rebels, anil In 
denouncing their political opinions, Ii not un- 
trequently occurs that the word “ South” and 
the expression “ people of the South ” is used 
wlien the intention is not to throw any stig­ 
ma upon the locality, or to make any unkind 
comment upon the people of that section. 
Here is a sand bank behind which 
lie can hide when lie provokes a fire 
from the South, which is likely tode 
molish him. His object is to exhume 
the dead-issuesof the war, and flaunt 
the bloody shirt at the South, until he 
goads them into madness, and then 
reminds them that lie “ meant no un­ 
kind comment upon the peopleof that 
section.” Again lie says: 
So when we speak of Southern rebels, we 
Intend to keep distinctly in mind tiiat we are 
discussing a political question, and uot a per­ 
sonal one. 
Here he is guarding againt proba­ 
bilities. Some personal“ rebel may 
take offense at what he is going to say, 
ami conclude to “put a head on him.” 
In such case he can remind the rebel 
that his remarks were political and 
not personal. He concludes his long 
article thus: 
When hereafter we discuss the political 
questions growing out of ihe late unpleasant­ 
ness, let our readers bear in mind that we do 
not mean to make an indiscriminate attack 
upon entire classes within geographical 
boundaries. While Ihe war raged we managed 
In California to preserve the peace of the 
Ktafe, and general good feeling then pre­ 
vailed; so we hope in the heated canvass for 
the Presidency which is now upon us, and is 
likely to grow warmer till after the election, 
we shall preserve the amenities of political 
discussion without detracting from the force 
of such arguments as wo shall deem It neces­ 
sary to put forth in vindication of history and 
in Justification of the loyalty of the Republi­ 
can North. 
Now what is the use of all this? 
The political issues of the present are 
as distinct from the issues that brought 
about the late war as darkness is from 
light. The people of America have 
fought the war through, shook hands 
and made friends and agreed to live 
in peace, and would forever live on 
the most amicable terms of friendship 
if a few hundred editors and politi­ 
cians of hyena propensities were hung 
u* high as Haman. There never 
would have been a war if a few hun­ 
dred partisan zealots like the Chronicle 
editor,on each side of M ason and D ix ­ 
o n’s line, had received their deserts. 
It is the object of the people to put 
statesmen iuto office in future, who 
have brains enough to look at the is­ 
sues to come and not at the blunders 
of the past. And it may bo set 
down as a truth that admits of 
no controversy, that any parly 
or clique which hopes or at­ 
tempts to elect the next President 
upon the bloody shirt platform are 
th i most secret and bitter enemies of 
a free government. The only object 
of such partizans is to blind the peo­ 
ple and turn their attention from the 
main issues which are of vital impor­ 
tance to the perpetuity of free govern­ 
ment. That there is an organized 
party in the country whose object is 
t<> supplant our Democratic form of 
guv, rnment, we fully believe, and to 
accomplish their object it is but natu­ 
ral to suppose they would fight over 
issues calculated to curage and dis­ 
tract the minds of the people. Let the 
people watch the course of the Chron­ 
icle.

W a s h in g t o n , Feb. 1st, 1870. 
Washington resembles Sacramento 
in its high prices and bad whisky. 
Like all capital cities it lias no com­ 
merce or legitimate traffic to sustain 
it, aud consequently must prey upon 
visiting strangers and the traveling 
public. The assembling or Congress 
is looked forward to with great anx­ 
iety, and they set their houses in order 
and elevate prices accordingly. In 
one session they make enough to last 
them through the Summer months 
until the next, and they are looked 
forward to with that degree of jubi- 
laucy that a small boy exercises on 
the near approach of Christmas. It is 
their harvest time, and they leave no 
greenback unturned. In view of the 
prevailing high tariffs Congressmen 
naturally object to the proposed re­ 
duction of salary from S5,0(X) to $3,000 
a year, with no mileage or franking 
prerogative. After a seven or eight 
months' session there is not much of 
that $5,000 left, especially if the mem­ 
ber be a married man, with a large 
fumily. Some members who have 
left their wives at home find it even 
more expensive than otherwise. It 
costs money to sustain dignity, and a 
Congressman is nothing if not digni­ 
fied. There are other and larger fields 
for economic legislation than the re­ 
duction of members’ salaries—such as 
the army, navy, Indian rings, crooked 
whisky barrels, etc., etc. 
OUR “ EFFICIENT ARMY.” 
Our standing army consists of 22,000 
rank and file, and costs the people 
about $20,000,000 a year. There ¡ire 
6,500 line officers, who cost $3,212,100. 
The 614 staff officers and generals cost 
$3,571,0S7 a year. This army occupies 
two hundred and nine forts, or bar­ 
racks. With a reduction of the en­ 
listed men to 15,000, the retiring of a 
few hundred line officers, who are 
haunting the hotels of our principal 
cities, and a few bloated Brigadiers, 
the annual expenses could be reduced 
by at least $5,000,000. 
OPENING OF TIIE CAMPAIGN. 
The National Democratic Executive 
Committee held a meeting the otiier 
evening. Hon. Augustus Schell, of 
New York, President. Senator Ran­ 
dall, of New Jersey, was chosen Vice­ 
Chairman, Congressman Barnaul, of 
Connecticut, Treasurer, and Ranks, of 
Mississippi, resident Secretary. On 
motion of Senator Randolph it was re­ 
solved to organize early and at once 
begin the champaign of 1576. 
“ BI.OODY SH IRT” CONVENTION. 
A futile effort was made last week 
by a few Southern carpet-baggers and 
the vagrant negroes of this city to gi t 
up a “ bloody shirt” convention, or 
mass-meeting, to assist Senator Mor­ 
ton in his war on Mississippi, and also 
to increase Pinch back’s chances for 
the vacant seat in the Senate for 
Louisiana. 
But it was postponed 
either on account of the good weather, 
or else to afford Morton sufficient time 
to get another batcli of “ Southern 
outrages,” manufactured to order, and 
a fresh cargo of bloody shirts. 
A PARABLE—WITH A MORAL. 
Meek and lowly ministers te'l us 
that tliereare several ways for whip­ 
ping our Satanic friend around a 
stump; other authority informs us 
that I here are more ways for killing a 
dog than by choking him with tainted 
butter; and he whoattemps to carry 
water on both shoulders will surely 
slop over, thereby taking the starch 
out of his own shirt collar. Consider­ 
able comment is made among the an­ 
ti-subsidy members as to the sudden 
conversion of Representative Luttrell 
to the interests of the Central Pacific. 
Last session he was the great cham­ 
pion of the people against this 
“ blooded monopoly.” In the Cali­ 
fornia Legislature of 1872, he exhort­ 
ed the House on tho reduction 
of fares and freights almost daily, and 
for three or four hours at a sitting. He 
was one of the leaders of the^anti-sub- 
sidy, anti-monopoly movement, upon 
which tidal wave he was wafted to 
Washington. In fact, he was every­ 
where regarded a dangerous bull with 
hay on his horns. The members of 
the last Congress who breathlessly be­ 
held the bloviator of the West unload­ 
ing bills annihilating the Central Pa­ 
cific, naturally wonder why is all this 
thus, and whether the railroad has 
made concessions to the public or to 
Mr. Luttrell. Probably Mr. Luttrell 
can explain this to his anti-monopoly 
constituency. 
He is the only old 
Democratic member from the Pacific 
coast, and probably but for Ibis sud­ 
den change lie would have gotten the 
championship of the Committee on 
Naval Affairs, for which he was so 
anxious and labored so industriously. 
And this is the reason why the Paci­ 
fic coast was slighted in the matter of 
a Chairmanship. Notwithstanding 
this disappointed ambition Mr. Lut­ 
trell has declared war against the Na­ 
vy in general, and the Mare Island 
portion of it in particular. Let prep­ 
arations be made for the killed aud 
wounded, and the non-combatants be 
sent to tlie rear. 
AFTER THE SAINTS. 
A bill is pending before tlie Senate 
excluding Utah polygamists from ju­ 
ry duty in trials where a brother Mor­ 
mon is a parly, or the interests o f the 
Mormon Church are involved. Under 
the present mode of selecting jurors in 
that Territory, It is so arranged that 
the panel is about equally composed 
of Mormon and Gentile, and in cases 
as above mentioned, the verdict is un­ 
deniably a “hung jury.” 
An ortho­ 
dox Mormon denies the right of any 
g 
iwer on earth save tlie Mormon 
riesthood to administer an oath. 
Consequently, tlie oqtha they take 
in Gentile courts are not consid­ 
ered as binding on tlie conscience, 
when in confiict with the teachings of 
the church of Zion. Were polyga­ 
mists excluded from service on grand 
and petit juries,the speedy indictment 
and conviction of these saintly trans­ 
gressors against tlie laws of man and 
of morality would, it seems, be the 
most effective manner of suppressing 
it ultimately. As there is no religion 
connected with polygamy, sucli a dis­ 
qualification is clearly constitutional. 
There is some difference between tlie 
“free exercise of religious liberty”and 
the free exercise of licentiousness un­ 
der the name of religion. Living in 
defiant violation of tlie law, they are 
practically under its bun; and their 
well known bias in favor of their 
church, and eternal hatred to the Gen­ 
tile world, is of itself sufficient to ex­ 
clude them from jury service in such 
cases, just tlie same as an individual 
is challenged for bias.

Nan F ran cisco News. 
S a n F r a n c is c o, Feb. 12th.—The 
Grocers Protective Union meet next 
week to take some action in regard to 
the silver coin question. Individually 
they have so lar agreed to pay for 
their goods to wholesalers in silver, 
which the latter now refuse to accept 
except at a discount. 
During the past week 91 deaths 
occurred—57 males and 34 females. 
L. L. Treadwell, senior partner of 
the firm of Treadwell & Co., died in 
this city this morning. 
I.ca isl a live 1* rocecil I n gs. 
Sacram ento, Feb. 12th.—'The As­ 
sembly met at 10 A. m. 
Rriceland, from the Committee on 
Hospitals, made a report favoring the 
erection of additional buildings to ac­ 
commodate tlie patients of the Stock­ 
ton Instfne Asylum. He deprecated 
tlie expense to which the State was 
laid in tlie erection of the Napa Asy­ 
lum, and suggested to tlie House, as 
the sense of the Committee, that if any 
farther buildings were to be erected, 
that they be built in a plain and sub­ 
stancial manner and not in the ex­ 
travagant style of the Napa Asylum. 
Coffey, from the San Francisco dele­ 
gation, asked for further time in which 
to examine tiie books of certain Rail­ 
road Companies in San Francisco. 
McConnell presented a minority re­ 
port from the Committee on Federal 
Relations on the Assembly joint res­ 
olution relative to making Federal 
currency receivable at par for all Cus­ 
tom dues. He advanced as his rea­ 
sons for differing from the rest of the 
Committee 
1st. That the chief cause ol tiie de­ 
preciation of legal tenders from their 
tirst issuance to the present day, lay 
in tlie discredit given them by the 
Government which, while compelling 
the citizen to take them in payment 
of all debts due him, refused to receive 
them in satisfaction of all debts owing 
to itself. 
2d. That he believed that the resto­ 
ration of a safe and sound metallic 
currency can be more easily attained 
by enhancing tlie value of paper cur­ 
rency than by any other means,there­ 
by hastening tlie day for tlie resump­ 
tion of specie payments. Tlie govern­ 
ment could easily procure the gold 
coin necessary for its wants, and jus­ 
tice requires that it should occupy no 
higher or better position in reference 
to its own paper than tlie people do. 
Tlie bill providing for calling a con­ 
stitutional convention was postponed 
until next Thursday. 
The special order repealing the com­ 
pulsory education law, after conside­ 
rable discussion by Gen. McConnell 
and Mr. McKenna, the leader of the 
Republican party in tlie House, was 
set at the head of tlie lile for Tuesday 
next. 
Adjourned until Monday morning. 
Governor Irwin to-day approved 
tlie bill authorizing tlie Mayor and 
Common Council of the city of Los 
Angeles to pay certain indebtedness 
created by a former Board of Water 
Commissioners. 
K. 
Tlie discussion on the concurrent 
resolution of Lindsey concerning the 
change of route of the Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroad was resumed at 12 o’­ 
clock. 
Ldgerton took the lioor and said lie 
would favor indefinite postponement, 
and with glittering generalities com­ 
bated tlie positions previously taken 
by Lainc and Haymond, and with in­ 
genious objections to the character of 
tlie resolution. 
Lindsey replied, explaining away 
tlie objections and giving the House 
more information on the subject. 
Farley followed, advocating the 
claims of tlie Railroad Company and 
supporting Pierson’s amendment, 
which would give them exactly what 
they were wanting. 
Roach followed Farley. He scout­ 
ed tlie idea of tlie Company not be­ 
ing able to build tlie road over Pan- 
oche Pass on tiie original line, and 
said there would he no danger of the 
Salinas route being abandoned, as the 
people would build it if the Compapy 
did not. He thought tlie Company , 
ought to be compelled to fulfill its eon-1 
tract tlie same as individuals, and was 
in favor ol Congress making them 
do so. 
President pro tern. Tuttle, took the 
floor and advocated the passage of the 
original resolution. He argued that i 
the abandonment of any portion of 
the route should cause the abandon- ' 
rnent of the whole grant,an 1 appealed 
to tlie Democratic Senatois to place 
themselves right o:i the record and be 
true to their platform. 
He was interrupted by Lewis, who 
claimed to be with his party, opposed 
to further subsidies. 
Tuttle said he remembered when,six 
years ago, Lewjs had stood with four­ 
teen others, night and day, to sustain 
tlie position of Governor Haight, and 
was sorry now to see him abandon 
that stand. He was sorry to see the 
Democratic party dividid, but rejoiced 
in tlie position taken by Sargent in 
Congress, whose recent action had 
been mentioned. 
In tlie debate that followed Tuttle, 
a Senator, took the ground that it was 
to the interest of San Francisco that 
the Company should be allowed to 
change tlie route.

A m a n d a , Mich., Feb. 12.—A young 
lady of Ada, Ohio, while setting up 
with a sick relation, had her clothes 
set on tire by a spark and was so badly 
burned she died in a few minutes, 
llnliroi'k T rial. 
St. L o u is, Feb. 12th.—'There was a 
crowded attendance at the Babcock 
trial to day. 
Court opened at 10 
o'clock, tlie Counsel being present. 
Tlie cross examination of Commission­ 
er Douglas elicited nothing new or 
important. 
Deputy Commissioner 
H. C. Rogers being recalled in his ri- 
rect testimony detailed a conversation 
had with General B abcock in regard 
to the transfer of tlie Supervisor. 
Tlie defendant had understood that an 
order was to be issued and thought it 
bad policy, particularly so in its effect 
upon Commissioner Douglass, as the 
latter had aspirations for the Judge­ 
ship. Tho witness thought General 
Babcock was only 'interested in the 
matters of personal regard for Doug­ 


lass. Gen. Babcock thought there 
would be strong political pressure 
brought to bear on the President and 
lie would be obliged to rescind the or­ 
der thus bearing direct odium upon 
Douglass. Tlie results indicated tlie 
defendant’s opinion, which seemed 
sensible to the witness at the time and 
does now*. Several questions were 
asked by Counsel on both sides, the | 
answers being favorable to the defen- 
daut-. District Attorney Dyer was 
warned by Judge Treat that lie could 
not always usk tlie last question unless 
relevant. Donahue, clerk in a St. 
Louis Telegraph office, and Frank 
Avery, from the Washington tele­ 
graph office, were called to prove that 
tlie sending and receipt of telegram 
by Gen. Babcock. Levi H. Lucky, 
the President’s Privute Secretary, was 
called to identify the hand writing of 
one Joyce, whose name was signed for 
tlie receipt for the telegram. Joyce is 
dead. Mr. Lucky, when asked where 
Joyce resided, replied: I hope lio is in 
heaven. The witness could not iden­ 
tify the writing and was allowed to 
stand aside Mr. Duff, manager of 
the Washington office of the Atlant­ 
ic and Pacific Telegraph Company 
was called to testify in the math r 
of telegrams. A number of other per­ 
sons were called to identify the signa­ 
tures and testify as to tlie disposition 
of the telegrams to and from General 
Babcock, including a colored attaclié 
of the Executive mansion, (Sen. Bab­ 
cock’s colored steward,a watchman at 
the White House and others. Objec­ 
tions were made to the admission of 
all the telegrams except the Hylph 
dispatch,which the defense allowed to 
he admitted, waiving objections by 
mutual consent of counsel.
